Knesset Panel Opposes

JERUSALEM — The Knesset 
Interior Affairs Committee has rec- 
ommended halting construction of 
a Mormon academic center on the 
Mount of Olives, the committee 
chairman said Wednesday. 

“I believe ihe aim of the Mor- 
mons in their ideology is to prosely- 
tize people,” Div Shilansky, the 
chairman, said, 

The committee said in a majority 
opinion that it was skeptical of 
promises of Brigham Young Uni- 
versity, an institution of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
Day Saints, not to use the extension 
to proselytize. The opinion will be 
submitted to the Knesset, or parfia- 
ment. 

“Mormons witht proselytizing 
is not Mormonism,” Mr. Shilansky 
said. 

Construction of the center has 
run into stiff opposition from Isra- 
els chief rabbis as well as Christian 
groups who say it will become a 
center for proselytizing. 

A dissenting member of the com- 
mittee, Mordechai Virshubski, said 
that the panel voted 7-4 to recom- 
mend to the Knesset that construc- 
tion of the extension be stopped. 

The mountainside center, which 
is only a third complete, has been 
under construction for four years at 
a site gext to Hebrew University 
and not far from the Garden of 
Gethsemane.
